Tea tree oil is the preferred oil in the present application and 
contains y-terpinenes as well as terpinen-4-ol, the latter being the further constituent of claims 6-8. The appended 
claims merely define common excipients. The claims are therefore not novel in the light of each of Dl and D2.
